Washin gton (UPI) — Robert 
(Bobby) Baker testified Fri­ 
d ay Lyn d on B. John son sen t 
him to see the late million aire 
Sen . Robert S. Kerr, D-Okla., 
in 1962 when Baker foun d him- 
s e l f in d esperate fin an cial 
trouble. 
The former Sen ate Demo­ 
cratic secretary, bein g tried 
on charges of tax evasion , 
larcen y an d fraud , d id n ot spe­ 
cifically use John son ’s n ame 
in his testimon y. But he said 
that he had gon e to see “the 
best frien d I had aroun d Capi­ 
tol Hill—the then -Vice Presi­ 
d en t.” 
At that time, John son was 
Presid en t John F. Ken n ed y’s 
Vice Presid en t. 
Baker told the fed eral court 
jury: “I told him I had a very 
serious fin an cial problem an d 
asked his ad vice. He picked 
up the phon e an d called his 
frien d an d my frien d , Sen . 
Kerr, an d then ad vised me 
to go immed iately to Sen . 
K err’s office, which I d id .” 
Baker testified that he d is­ 
cussed his mon ey problems 
with Kerr in great d etail, in ­ 
clud in g the fact that he had 
run heavily in to d ebt tryin g 
to build the plush seasid e 
Carousel Motel at Ocean City, 
Md . 
Loan Arran ged

sd id that 
after listen in g to his tale of 
fin an cial woe, Kerr telephon ed 
the presid en t of the Fid el­ 
ity Ban k an d Trust Co. in 
Oklahoma City an d arran ged 
for Baker to be given a loan 
cred it of ^50,000.

Baker blamed most of his

Cuba has had a turbulent history. It suf- 


fered much under the Spanish as it now suf- 
fers under Castro. Prior to 1898 there had 
been considerable pressure within the I'nit- 
ed States lor intervention.

In February, 1898, the U.S. battleship 


Maine was blown up and the U.S. public 
opinion demanded war with Spain. It was all 
over in a few months but not before it had 
spread to the Pacific where Spain held the 
Philippine Islands. 


An armistice was signed Aug. 2 and a 


peace treaty Dec. 10 of the same year. An 
interesting note to Nebraskans is that Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, titular head of t h e 
Democratic Party, persuaded 
his party to 


join in ratifying the treaty. 


The Battered Maine 


Bryan, though a pacifist, 
first 
offered 


himself as a private. Then he recruited the 
Third Nebraska 
Volunteers, 
a 
regiment 


which he commanded as a colonel. The regi- 
ment saw no active duty, but many died 
from yellow fever. 


Under the treaty the United States ac- 


quired Puerto Rico, Guam and the Philip- 
pines and Cuba got her eventual independ- 
ence. Spain lost the remaining fragments of 
her American empire. 


Spanish rule of Cuba ceased on Jan. 1, 


1899, and was followed by U.S. military rule 
from that date until May 20. 1902. But the 
Americans did not leave empty-handed. They 
had the right to lease naval bases and the 
United States still has its Guantanamo basa 
on the island.

It was the surrender of the Spanish fleet 


at Manila that was the beginning of t h e 
United States influence in the Pacific. The 
United States found itself in a position of 
increased importance and prestige 
among 


nations of the world after the war.

More than 300,000 men were involved in 


the armed services during this conflict, but 
there were only 385 battle deaths. Another 
2.061 died from other causes. The infantry 
suffered from yellow fever and many died 
as a result.

sion of grenades and mines. 


Loot Carted Out 


G a r c i a, a high-school 


dropout from Rupert, Ida- 
ho, is a paratrooper in the 
17.3rd Airborne B r i g a d e 
which for the past five days 
has been hauling Viet Cong 
supplies out of the tunnels 
and earthern rooms. 


They have c a r t e d out 


thousands of pounds of rice, 
guns, ammunition, typewrit- 
ers, sewing machines and 
refrigerators. 


The network includes a 


series of tunnels, some of 
which 
connect. 
Trenches 


form a perimeter in front 
of the tunnels with firing 
parapets a b o u t every 20 
yards. 


The tunnels r a n g e in 


length from 200 to 400 yards. 
Entrances 
are 
extremely 


small 
and 
well 
camou- 


flaged. Tunnel rats must of- 
ten climb 20 feet down a 
narrow hole, then move for- 
ward horizontally. 


It can be rough going. I 


know. I followed some tun- 
nel rats down. 


S o m e passageways be- 


tween tunnel rooms were 
too small for an average- 
sized American to c r a w l 
through^ Others were large 
enough to accommodate a 
truck. 


Guns Found 


Deeper inside, the 
net- 


work became sophisticated. 
There were dirt-wall a n d 
dirt-ceiling r o o m s which 
formerly served as hospital 
wards, claymore mine fac- 
tories and command posts. 


Guns were found on crude 


but well-made racks. They 
included 
American 
weap- 


ons. 
Tables and chairs were 


sturdily lashed with vines. 


There were often two tun- 


nel levels, sometimes four. 


Air holes had apparently 


been made by putting some 
type of caged 
burrowing 


animal against the tunnel 
roof and letting it dig up- 
ward. 


Garcia's platoon leader, 


1st Lt. Marvin Jeffcoat of 
Waco. Tex., a 1965 West 
Point graduate, was mov- 
ing carefully over a tunnel 
when a Viet Cong grenade 
shot up through an a i r 
hole. 


Light Casualties 


No Americans were hurt 


and Jeffcoat responded with 
a grenade of his ow;n. The 
tunnel rats found no trace 
of the attacker. 


Tunnel rats' casualties so 


far have been surprisingly 
light. Occasionally the Viet 
Cons stay and fight.

tect the stafte against Mis­ 
souri and Iowa land interests 
of the 1800s.” He said many 
provisions “apply to situa­ 
tions that haven’t occurred in 
years.”

piecemeal fashion “has only 
served to confuse the people 
m ore,” he added. 
Matzke said he decided to 
propose a convention after be­

“ I was asked if the Legisla­ 
ture was afraid to settle the
